dispatch, that those by the Central America aie of 
the same character.

DnU Seedinu. — Messrs. fWhr Son: I read 
in your Country Gentleman that a correspondent in- 
quires of the benefits of drill seedini;, o. if it is bet- 
ter to sow seed iu drills or broadcast. I see it has 
been noticed two or three times quite to the point. I 
will add inv experience on the subject. 

In the fall of 1853 I engaged a man who owned a 
drill to come and sow six acres with wheat in a field 
of ten acres. The part sown with the drill was the 
poorest and furthest from the barn; consequently had 
uot received as much manure as the othvr. The re- 
maining four acres were so-vn broadcast. At the 
time of harvesting the drilled wheat was much the 
best — probably four or five bushels to the acre. The 
same sea.-on (some time the 1 ist ti Septembi r), I had 
another piece sowed with a drill — ..-lover sod. second 
crop — (the &reen clover turned under would pr/.>a- 
bly hay l l i tons to the acre) — of a long triangular 
form. The outside was sowed with a drill. A strip 
of about three-fourths of an acre in the middle, which 
extended neaily the whole length of the piece, was 
sown broadcast. At the time of harvest in:,', the drill- 
ed wheat would yield twenty-five bushels an acre, 
while that suwn broadcast **ould only go three or 
four, und was badly shrunk and smutty a: that. 
That winter with us here was by far the worst for 
winter killing wheat I ever knew. Common sowed 
wheat h^re did not yield over oKe-third to one-half a 
crop that season. 

Having so good luck with a drill t'.iat season, I 
purchased one in company with one of my neigh- 
bors. Then I thought I would try an experiment 
with spring wheat. I had a piece of low unreclaim- 
ed l»og swamp land of fifteen ac es. which had rais- 
ed two crops of corn, and which I wanted to sow to 
wheat and seed down for a meadow, well drained 
with open drains. I fixed the drill, expecting to 
sow bushels to the acre, but in consequence of 
white caps which clogged the leedintr slide, it only 
put on one bushel and four quarts. Ten acres were 
sown in this way. The remaining live acres were 
sown broadcast on the furrows 1% bushels per acre, 
well sowed ami well put in. The wheat sowu broad- 
cast came up first, looked the best, and did the best 
until about knee high, when the drilled part came 
on, and after that did the best until harvest. Wlien 
harvested the bern»of the drilled part was nice and 
plump as wheat could be, while that sown by hand 
was some shrunk; the hands while cutting judged 
the drilled part would yield three or four bushels to 
the acre the most. The fifteen acres yielded three 
hundred and ten bushels and three pecks. 

I think from my own experience and others about 
me, that drilled wheat will yield on an average 3 to 
4 bushels to the acre over broadcast one season with 
another, besides requiring about one-half bushel less 
seed. There are some very good farmers here which 
condemn the wheat drill for the reason that they 
have seen some pieces of wheat sown broadcast 
which were better than some sown with the drill, 
without taking into consideration the difference in 
the condition of the land. I, myself, with the help 
of the Hessian fly, have raised some very poor pieces 
of wheat sown with a drill, other things being quite 
favorable. Seeds sown with a drill are all deposit- 
ed at an even depth, and consequently can grow and 
ripen more evenly than if deposited' at alldepths, 
from the top of the ground to six inches below.

— Loelfner, the 
murderer of his wife and Mr. Horton, and would-be 
suicide, either is qr feigns to w by turns a raving 
lunatic. One man during daylight and two at night 
are locked in his cell and constantly employed watch- 
ing, lest he harm himself or (ire the jail. Only night 
before last, while one of his keepers was temporarily 
absent, Loe finer seized the candle and attempted to 
lire his bed and then dew at his guardian with the 
fury of a tiger because he endeavored to prevent the 
execution of the rash attempt. Assistance arfiving, 
he was quickly overpowered, and soon cooled down. 
Yesterday afternoon we visited him in his cell. He 
then appeared perfectly calm, and replied to sundry 
interrogations quite rationally, though in a tone ne- 
ce-sariiv very faint, owing to the wound in his 
throat which" yet is by no means wholly healed, a 
fact which will be readily believed when" it is stated 
that he has not yet been known to speak above a 
whisper, or to breathe without a shrill yet husky 
noise accompanying the respirations. In his most 
sensible moments, as well as at all other times, he 
manifests the most perfect indifference to the future. 
His only trouble seems to be with present and ima- 
ginary enemies, who he thinks are striking at his 
head or clutching at his throat. — Cln. Enq. 



Insects Lnjikiocs to Fabm Cuore.— The kind* 
and varieties of insects injurious and sometimes en- 
tirely destructive to the crops of the h« 
(as now seems to be the case in some sec 
nesota) are almost numberless, and were there BO 
checks upon their uitttral increase we might pretty 
safe 1 . and correcily predict a famine amoag us more 
terrible than that "wuich visited ill-fated Ireland a 
few years since. It has l>eea wisely ordained that 
many tribes or species of devastating insects have 
l-een restricted to limited periods of time, longer or 
shorter, for their appearance amoug us. Thuj one 
kind ot the locust in regions where it abounds makes 
its appearance once in seventeen years. The Palmer 
worm, in 1853, returned in countless numbers over 
a wide range of country after an absence of sixty-two 
years. In 1850 and ol this section of the country 
was overrun with rats and mice; the damage done 
to fruit and forest trees bv their debarking them, and 
the losses by their ravages in the grain, hav, and 
other farm crops were immense. Since 1851 but very 
little injury has been done to our crops bv mioe. For 
several years past, the yellow striped cucumber i 
the large black pumpkin bugs have been so nui 
ous as to almost destroy the cucumber, squash, L_ 
on. and pumpkin vines; boxes covered with miilinet, 
sulphur, pepper, &c, have all proved nearly uselest 
iu protecting the plants. But this vear we have 
not seen the first black bug, nor over half a dozen 
of the striped Dent*; our vines are all in the most 
nourishing conaitiou, having had no more care be- 
stowed upon them than we have given our other 
crops. Why they have not again returned in "fall 
feather." as in other years, none con tell. Change, 
incessant change, is one of the great lawg o/creation, 
and judging from this fact, and from oar 
own o'>ser/ation in reference to the sudden ap- 
pearance of various pe»t> of the farm, aud their 
equally Sudden disappearance ftom our midst, we 
cannot believe that grasshoppers in countless legions 
are to be among the fixed institutions of Minnesota. 
This year they are Hooded with clmds of grasshop- 
pers, that " no man cau number;" but this does sot 
render it certain that " the grasshopper will be a 
burden" next year or for a dozen or more vears to 
come. 

In the summer of 1826, the grasshoppers were more 
numerous here than ever before known by the "oldest 
inhabitant." They committed sad havoc with the 
farm crops. The price of hay here, for a series often 
years, at haying time had ranged from seven to ten 
dollars per ton; but in '20, on account of the drought 
and the injury done to the standing grass bv the 
grasshoppers, it readily sold, as drawn from the" field, 
at twenty dollars per* ton. So abundant were the 
pests thit year, that Mr. Arnold Thompson of N.H., 
with a kind of net, made bv attaching two sheets 
together and fasteuing them" to a pole, and dragging 
the net over the standing grain, similar iu its opera- 
tions to fishing with a seine, in one evening, between 
the hours of eight and twelve, in his own and his 
neighbor's grain field*, caught live bushels and three 
pecks of grasshoppers. After being caught, they 
were, in true Turkish style, bagged — but instead of 
being plunged in cold, they were immersed in boding 
water; when boiled, lobster like, they had a reddish 
appearance, and made a fine feast for these farmer's 
hogs. The next year (1827) the grasshopj>ers were 
so scarce, that the truant scbool-l.ov could scarcely 
find one wherewith to bait his hook for minnows. 

No unusual numbers again made their appear- 
ance till 1840 — just 14 yeais — when they again re- 
turned in countless myriads. This irruption was 
attended with their usual havoc and destruction of 
farm crops; the next year there were none " to speak 
of"— it was supposed by some persons that their 
periodical return in such multitudes might be once 
m 14 years; but in 18.53 (13 years after) they came 
down upon us again in legions. Many late sown 
fields of grain were nearly destroved b" them. In 
our vegetal 1; garden they" attacked with the vora- 
cious appetite of an E-q'uimaux, everv plant and 
vegetable except the pirsnip; this thev "eemed to ab- 
jure. It is fortunate for us that their visits have 
been so M few and far between." 

From the foregoing it will be seen lhat there is yet 
hope for even the Minnesotians. — L. Baktlett,"N.

Clover Seed Cleaner. — I received a letter a 
few days since from 1). D. Manly of Tennessee, 
a-king se.-ral sjsjHtiaM al>out Messrs. T. Church 
&. Lo.'s Clover Cleaner and raising clover seed, 
which he wished me to answer, either privately or 
through the Cultivator, and with vour permission 
I will answer them through your paper, and hope 
that others who have more experieuce in raising 
seed will tax* pleasure in giving what light they can 
on the subject. 

L How are those machines operated — by horse 
or water power? I use them with a tw o horse" power, 
and clean from four to seven bushels per day. I 
have cleaned eight bushels in one afternoon, "after 
plowing with my team in the forenoon. 

2. Are tho-e m.-whines likely to be worn out roon? 
If they are pro £ «rly tended, they will last several 
years* 

3. Is cleaning clover seed a difficult or an 
easy process? It is not difficult for a person that is 
acquainted with machinery — al! that is necessarv is 
to irive the machine proper motion. It requires 
twi, dands to tend it — one to sh<.v<d in the chart' and 
the other to rake it away and keep the chaff conve- 
nient tor the one that shovels in. The cleaner the 
straw is raked out the less motion it requires to fit 
the seed for market. It is necessary to run it 
through a fanning mill by hand. 

4. At what precise stage of the crops should oper- 
ations be commenced? I don't know as I can answer 
this question more satisfactorily than to inform you 
how I manage to raise seed. I generally pasture 
my clover till about the tenth of June. The evener 
it is fed down the better, as it will ripen more evenly. 
It generally pays to sow on plaster as soon as the 
stock is taken out. When ripe (I let it stand till 
most of the heads turn brown), 1 gather it into my 
barn, and thrash and dean at my lebure, or as cir- 
cumstances may require. 

5. What is your estimate of the amount of clover 
seed on an acre of good clover? About 
els.— Country Gentleman. 

Seeds ok Dahlias asd allied Flov 
is every reason to believe that the sporting nature of 
certain kinds of flowers acts according to prescribed 
laws, although they may be at present hidden from 
our investigation. A mere indiscriminate saving of 
seed, without any regard to the qualities of°the 
parent, it is notorious will furnish few if anv im- 
provements on those you save from, while it is also 
certain that, with the most careful means, one per 
cent, will be as many as most sowings will affordof 
really improved dowers. This may appear to those 
who have paid no attention to the subject as a verj 
small remuneration for the troubl e it takes, but < 
this is quite sufficient to stimulate manv into a i 
passion foi 
too. 

But any means likely to lessen the quantity of infer- 
ior ones cannot but be earnestly sought for and ap- 
preciated by the curious in these matters. To such 
we recommend the following for trial, although we 
cannot vouch from personal knowledge of its efficacy. 
It is not known where the idea originally sprang 
from. In saving seed of Dahlias and other svugen- 
ecious flowers, never take them in the center; take 
none but petal seed, for they w ill give the largest 
proportion of double flowers. China Asters and 
Daldias have generally some disc seed; if they are 
even very doutde, therefore, on taking out the grains, 
begin from the outside, and when you have got a few 
of the rows of seed fr>m tbem throw the rest into a 
common sort, which you may give away or sell; but 
building upon the chances for good flowers, you will 
be

PARTICULARS OF THE LOSS OF 
THE CENTRAL AMERICA. 
The Baltimore American, of Saturday evening, 
contains statements from several of the rescued pas- 
sengers on the Central America. We condense from 
tbem the following interesting i»articulars. The first 
is taken from the statement of Cant. Badger, the 
most material part cf which was given by telegraph: 



tored I momen t was approaching jumped off, and were car- 
' ried away by the drift of the sea. 

Mr. Birch' had tied a short rope to his arm, think- 
ing it might be useful, and started forward to where 
a raft was in pro-Tress of construction. On the 
wheel-house he saw Opt. Herndon, still calm and 
self-possessed. At this time the most of the passen- 
gers were on deck, di-perstd in different quarters, 
the greatest numbtr perhaps being aft and upon the 
hurricane deck. Arrived forward, Mr. Birch se- 
cured a piece cf l>oard and stood ready for the final 
plunge. A second lurch drove another large num- 
ber iuto the sea, and Jinost immediately afterward 
came a third lurch, and then tlie steamer settled 
rapidly, going down, as our informant described it, 
with what seemed the rapidity of an arrow from a 
bow. He was drawn down, down in the vortex 
caused by the sinking of the vessel, receiving two 
severe blows on the Moulder from what he supposed 
to be an iron bar. In the lightning-like thought of 
that fearful moment he gave up hope, but finally the 
downward tendency was arrested, and he shot up to 
the surface amidst a confused mass of struggling hu- 
mau beings, mixed with floating boaids, pans of 
the hurricane deck, loose boards, and other light

impression on board l»oth the brig and the schooner 
that the steamer would be able to keep up until 
morning, hence they probably did not keep as near 
us during the night as they might have done. In- 
deed it was the opinion of many on board that we 
would hold op all night, and I did not think that she 
would go down before midnight. 

At 10 minutes of 8 o'clock Captain Herndon took 
position on tht wheel-bouses with his second officer 
and fired rockets (loimtcnrd, the usual signal, to the 
brig and schooner that we were sinking rapidlv. 
This was a fearful moment, and must have been also 
to the lailies on b 
the signal, ail of 
on board. 

I now procured a board six feet long and six inch- 
es wide, tearing it off the front of a berth, and took 
my position on the taffrail, and held on to tlv* after 
awning stauncheon. At that time there were two 
or three hundred on the quarter deck, breathlessly 
waiting the final sinking. There were two seas 
swept over the deck about this time, the last one 
.sweeping nearly all the passengers on the main deck 
into tlie sea. The ship immediately after, at 8 
o'clock on Saturday evening, sank, going down at 
an angle of 45 degrees, stern foremost. The suction 
of the ship drew the passengers under water for 
Home distance, and threw them in a mass together. 
When they reached the surface the struggle for |Mb 
was intense, with cries and shrieks for help, espe- 



Mr. Birch, in his return to the surface, had invol- 
untarily grasi>ed some boards, and, sustained by 
the>e, reached a hatchway, on which there were al- 
ready three young men. lie secured himself to this 
with tlie piece of rope, aud with his companions 
watched for any sail that might bring relief. When 
he first rose to the surface, as far as could be seen 
and everywhere around were heard the shouts and 
cries of the hundreds who were struggling in the 
water for life. Gradually these subsided. Many, 
who had secured nothing "to float upon, soon sank for 
ever; the others were separated by the force of the 
waves, and were driven off in groups. All, it may 
be presumed, were earnestly watching for relief, but 
during many anxious hours none appeared. Shouts 
continued to reecho from the different parties, who 
hoped thus to attract attention, and these finally 
brought to their aid the Norwegian bark Ellen, Capt, 
Johnson, who hearing cries of distress rescued those 
nearest to him, and learning from them that others 
were still in the water, continued his search until 'J 
o'clock the next morning, at which time forty-nine 
persons had been rescued. He continued ciuising 
around the vicinity until afternoon on Sunday, when, 
no more being seen, the Ellen bore away for Nor- 
folk, tlie nearest point. The conduct of Capt. John- 
son merits the highest praise. His action in coming 
to the aid of the sufferers was prompt, and the search 
was continued as long as a hope remained that ano-

Mr. Birc 
siate-rooms in despair, and sank with the ship. 

Those who had succeeded in keeping themsi Ives 
afloat, soon scattered over the surface of the ocean 
for a Biatasce of near a mile. One hour after the ship 
sank I saw a light at the leeward, which was seen 
by most of those rescued, supposed to be that of the 
schooner Sovereign, but it soon di-appeared. We 
knew that the ships to leeward could not reach us, 
and turned our gaze in the opposite direction. 

At 1 o'clock on Suuday morning we sow approach- 
ing us under full sail, with a strong breeze, the Nor- 
wegian hatk Kllen: rau into our swat, and those ou 
watch were astounded with tne cry of human beiug*. 
Capt. Jolfii.o!). Hie commander, \m llfilisltily hove 
hi* \ ism. 1 to. under short sail, and co.nnieitced to 
rescue us. The steamer at this time had l>oen duwn 
over live hours. He launched hi.- boat, and threw 
out ro|>es and buoys, and did even thing that good 
•eamauship and a humane heart could dictate to save 
as many as j-us.-il.le. I was the fourth one rescued, 
and ■fiajsasad the noble exertions of himself and 
crew throughout the night. He continued his search 
among the drift wood, tacking backward and for- 
ward, up to Li o'clock on Sunday, but did not find 
any one after 9 o'clock in the morning, and conse- 
quently relinquished the search at noon. 

On the moruin- of Sunday the brig Marine was 
out of sight, and the tchoouer was some six miles 
to leeward, and appeared to be laying to, but soon 
bore away oa her course, doubtless being satisfied 
that it was h:i;*v>silde to reach us^lso seeing the 
l>ark backing and tilling to windwardT 

The same day at 2 o'clock we sjxike the bark Sax- 
ony, bound to Savannah; she reported seeing a brig 
with a number of ladies on board (supposed to be 
the Marine) under lull sail steering Norm. 

We bore away w ith a fair w ind for Noifolk as the 
tw^rest port, and arrived off Cape Henry on Thurs- 
day t'.n::: of us reaching Norfolk in a pi'..r 
I *mt at da.\Ti^ht on Friday morning, which we had 
chaitered "for that purpose. 

STATEMENT OF MB. \VM. BIRCH. 
From Mr. Win. Birch, of the San Francisco Min- • 
strela, whose wife is among the saved on board the i 
brig Marine, and who was himself fished up by the 
bark Ellen after six hours' exposure in the w : ater, | 
we obtained some interesting particulars of the fear- 
ful experience which he has gone through. 

The behavior of both passengers and crew, Mr. 
Birch and all with whom we conversed, describes as 
admirable. They were calm, orderly, and courage- 
ous, cheerfully obeying the directions given and 
promptlv relieving each other in their efforts to keep 
the >sater down. The females ou board were espe- 
cially marked by that fortitude and presence of 
mind whicii are so often developed by the sex in hours 
of great danger. 

About two o'clock on Saturday afternoon a glad 
cry announced an approaching vessel. The flag of 
the steamer was set at lialf mast, and by Captain 
Hemdon's direction guns were fired. These signals 
attracted the desired attention and soon the vessel, 
which proved to 1* the brig Marine, of Boston, bore 
down. 

The gale w as abating, and once on board the brig 
there seemed no doubt she would be able to .get into 
port with all. The boats of the steamer, two of 
which had previou-ly been stoved or washed away 
during the gale, were got oat, and by Capt. Heni- 
don's directions, in the propriety of which the male 
jiassengers willingly acquiesced, the women and 



Mr. Birch lost everything he had on board except 
some jewelry on his person. His wife very unwil- 
lingly left him and went on ljoard the brig Marine, 
under the supposition that he would follow in a suc- 
ceeding lioat. Until that vessel arrives her rescued 
passengers must necessarily be under the impression 
that all on board the steamer were lost. Of the

The bark (out Lined to crufce about, and every 
hour we had the gntifeatioa of hauling on board 
others of our suffering friends. The night was- dark 
and the sea running too high to send out a boat, :.nd 
all that could be do;ie was to throw out ro;*a and 
crui-e arouini in the direction of the roioea that 
would occasionally reach us crying for help. Thus 
im.-tlf and many others were saved. Daylight, 
however, finally came when nearly a dozen man 
were saved, R. L. Brown, of San Francisco, being 
the last one taken on board at 8 o'clock on Sunday 
morning. He had been just twelve hours at the 
mercy of the sea, and doubtless owes his life to the 
fact that he had on heavy clothiug preventing his 
blood from chilling by the long exposure. 

One of the passengers saved by the Ellen had 
struggled for seven hours in the water with twenty 
pounds i-f gold in wallets fastened under his cloth- 
ing. He was a large and powerful man, and suc- 
ceeded in securing a large piece of the wreck, but 
was still almost exhausted w hen brought on !>oard. 
Another passenger saved forty £20 gold pice.-: but 
most of us had been compiled to abandon ; all our 
money to secure our safety, whilst it was torn from 
the possession of others "by the violence of tlie 
wa ves. 

One incident connected w ith this heart-rending ca- 
tastrophe is said to be: that the Captain of the 
Norwegian bark, sometime prcvJbus to finding the 
survivors of the steamer, was on his deck, and a bird 
flew in his face three times:, when he made an alter- 
| ation of three points in his course, bv which he was 
i made the happy instrument of saving the lives of 
4.'J survivors. 

Two of the steamer's five boats were lost in get- 
ting them down, and in the remaining three were 
placed the women and children, with four men to 
' row and one to steer in each. In the last boat that 
! left the ship there were only two women and the 
1 boat was then filled with men; among these was the 
1st engineer. The efforts of the passengers to keep 
< the steamer afloat were vigorously, going on — at 5 
o'clwck the brig was five or .six miles to leeward and 
it was ini]K>ssible to get nearer to the steamer — 
' and the bloats could not get alongside. 

It is a gratifying fact that all the women and 
' children were saved. Twenty of the ladies were 
married, sixteen of whom were made widows by 
this fearful calamity — which may be regarded as 
among the greatest that ever happened on any sea.

He directed 
him to find James Birch, United States mail contrac- 
tor, who was on lioard. He went in search of his 
namesake, found him in his state room changing his 
clothes, told him the boat was waiting and immedi- 
ately returned to the side. Tlie engineer was then 
at some distance with but a few persons on board. 
His leaving the ship was said to be in opposition to 
the Captain's orders, and was generally censured by 
tb» passengers. 

The three boats were eagerly watched as they ap- 
proached the brig, and a general feeling of joy was 
experienced when their passengers were seen safely 
transferred to her decks. Of the three boats that 
went off Mr. Birch saw but two return. As these 
approached the steamer a general rush took place to 
get in them. One boat was filled immediately and 
pat off. Those in the other boat became alarmed at 
the rush and shoved off with about half a load. It 
«aa then about six o'clock in the evening, the brig 
had drifted to a considerable distance from the 
steamer, a heavy sea waa still running, and, before 
the boats reached the ship on their return trip, dark, 
naas came on.

The Death 6k Chaki.otte Bicixte. — Dr. Wal- 
ter Cnanning has an artitle under this title iti the 
Boston Medical and Surgical Journal for the present 
week. Its purpose is to show that it is the uuty of 
the physician, ii: cases of pregnancy, where the 
symptoms of that state become morbidly severe, as 
tney did in the cise of Charlatte Bronte, endanger- 
ing the life of tht patient, to remove the foetus.

Whether the cause was removed in 
Charlotte Bronte's case, or w hether she died of preg- 
nancv, we know not. !iut as the disease contiuued 
unrelieved till death, may it not be asked if the 
cause of that disease did not remain undisturbed till 
it lec&me the cause of death? The question is put, 
because in no like case which lias come under our 
care, howe>er unpromising, has death occurred after 
the removal of the contents of the womb."

CITY ORDINANCES, &C 

AN ORDINANCE 
Establishing n Steam Fire Department un-ler a paid 

system. 

Sec. I. Be It ordntned by the Genernl Council of the 
City of iMuUrtlle. That a Steam Fi»e De|>artiiienl 
under a paid system is hereby established, consistino 
of not more than six companies, to Ik; organized 
from time to time as the engines are obtained. 

Sec. 2. When three or more companies shall have 
been organized under thi* oidinance, a chief engi- i 
neer shall be elected bv the General Council, and I 
shall hold his office for the term of one year and un- i 
til his successor shall be elected and qualified under 
the provisions of the charter and ordinances of the 
city of Louisville. He shall i;ive bond with ap- 
proved security for the faiihlul di-eimrge of all du- 
ties which may hereafter l>e imposed on him. Said 
chief shall appoint the pipe directors, privates, and 
ostlers for each company, subject to removal for any j 
neglect of duty. 

Sec. 3. In the event of the chief engineer being 
unable to perform Ids duties either by sickoecss or 
absence from tiie city, the Chief of Police shall act ] 
in his stead during such inability. 

Sec. 4. The companies for said Department shall ! 
consist of <.ne engineer, two pipe directors, three 
privates, and two os'lers. 

Sec. 5. The engineers of each company shall lie I 
elected by the General Council, when, in accord- i 
ance with the provisions of this ordinance, companies 
are organized, and shall hold their offices for one year | 
from the date of said election and until their "suc- 
cessors are elected and qualilied, and shall give Ijond 
in a like sum and upon the same conditions as are 
provided tat the chief. 

Sec. 6. The Engineers, except when on duty at 
fires, shall be constantly present at the engine-house 
of their respective Company, and shall perform all 
the duties which are require"! of Wardens at the en- 
gine-house 5 , under the provision of the Charter and 
Ordinances of the City of Louisville. 

Sec. 7. Until a Chief Engineer shall be elected, 
the Engineer of each Company shall appoint atten- 
dants under him, and have control thereof in like 
manner as is herein provided for the Chief. 

Sec. 8. For neglect of duty on the part of the 
Chief or Company Engineers, the Mayor shall pre- 
fer charges against them to the Board of Aldermen, 
and said cbMVM shall be investigated under the pro- 
visions of the Charter with reference to offenses com- 
mitted by other officers of the city. 

Sec. 9." Should a vacancy occur in the office of 
Chief or Company Engineer prior to the expiration 
of the term for which they had been respectively 
elected, the Gener il Council shall fill such vacancy 
for the unexpired le m. 

Sec. 10. All pemMI connected with the Depart- 
ment shall be citizens of the L'nited States, over the 
age of twenty-one year.-. The privates herein pro- 
vided for shall perform such duties a* the Engineer 
mav direct. 

Sec. 11. The Chief Engineer shall receive as a 
compensation for his services the sum ut twelve 
hundred dollars BMlMUHaBj the Compan> Engineers, 
each, seven hui.dred and fifty dollars per annum; the 
pipe directors, each, three hundred Milan per an- 
num; the privates, eat h, two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars per annum; and toe ostlers, each two hundred 
d.-llars per IB , All to be paid monthly out of 
any money in t! « Treasury not otherwise appropri- 
ated. 

Sec. 12. This ordinance shall not lie so con'trued 
as to dispense with the services of the "L'nited Fire 
Department of the City of Louisville," as organized 
under that title.

families two young females, wl.otn the said Snyder, 
and his accomplice Smock, wen to take to wife, and 
convey, by force, into a Nortlern State. For the 
murder of these families and sicurin^ <>f the young 
ladies, and for the further cemtteration of two hun- 
dred dollars (which money* the negroes were to ob- 
tain from the murdered familiei) Sn\ der was to con- 
duct the negroes into a free Sra e 

After the arrest. Snyder was wrought to Oxford for 
trial, but as there could be onlr ne^ro evidence ad- 
duced against him, ho was not committed to jail by 
law; yet the citizens being coivinced of his guilt, 
took him from the court house, and convey in^ him 
beyond the limits of the corjionition, were inthe act 
cf enforcing the laws of his hoaor "JudL-e Lynch," 
when they were persuaded todesist. Snyder wis 
conducted to jail to protect hin. from the violence of 
the crowd. But last night afttr dark he was taken 
from jail, and severely whipped w h-n, after being 
promised that he should not lie Itung, he confessed to 
the facts above enunciated. '. understand he was 
conducted last night without tic State, but doubt if 
he now be alive. If he is not hung, he should be.'' 

From another source we leum that Snyder has 
been lodged in jail in a neighboring county to Lafay- 
ette, to answer for his offencft.

From FobtLaraxu avd Utah. — We have ad- 
vices from Fort Laramie to die 22d of August. Capt. 
Van Vleit, of the Q. M. Department, who had been 
sent forward to Utah in advance of the troops, arri- 
ved at Lam mie in ten days fron. Fort Kearney. It 
was expected that the Tenth Infantry would arrive 
at that post by the 5th of the present month, and 
the remainder of the command soon after. Our ap- 
prehensions in regard to the expedition are, we are 
sorry to hear, likely to be realized. The troops will 
be so late that it is' feared by okl sojourners at Fort 
Laramie that the entire commai.d cannot get to Utah 
this ?ea.-on. 

Col. Sumner ha3 been out, our correspondent says, 
and as we already know, forty days on twenty days' 
provisions, in search of the Cheyennes. Our corres- 
pondent, who is a discreet observer of what is pass- 
ing on the fiontier. w here he has long lived, thinks 
that the breaking up of the Cheyenne Expedition 
will embolden the Indians, and make them ten times 
more troublesome than they have been. 

It is represented to us that a .great many people 
from Salt Lake have been met, and they all say that 
the Mormons are going to give us jesne. This is, 
however, very questionable. One thing is pretty 
certain — that the road is going to be very unsafe for 
small parties, unless the Government takes the mat- 
ter in hand, and prepares itself to thrash every- 
body. 

Three trains loaded with provisions had passed 
Fort Laramie for Utah, and on the 22d another train 
arrived, bound for the same place.

EVENING BULLETIN. 

Sugar Making.— The following article upon the 
manner of sugar making in the West In<!ies will, 
at this time, be found interesting to our readers. 
The interest bow taken in the cultivation of the Chi- 
nese sugar cane makes all information upon this 
subject of importance: 

As soon as the cane is fully matured it is cut and 
carted to the mill in quantities sufficient to com- 
mence the operations of grinding and boiling. A 
bus} - and cheerful scene ensues. The mills are set 
in motion by oxen urged on by the negro song; the 
canes are passed through the rollers the rich white 
juice begins to flow, which is conveyed into receiv- 
er-: negroes are employed in making lime-water, 
washing and cleaning' the lioilers. adjusting the 
"ormas." or moulds, aud preparing fuel for lighting 
up the tires. The apparatus for grinding usually 
consists of three upright rollers of iroi or wood, 
turned by oxen or steam, but rarely there may lie 
found the horizontal rollers of Collinge, improved 
by Bell and others. The canes are twice subjected 
to the action of these rollers, by which means thev 
are nearly deprived of their juice; and the trash i- 
carried away, spread upon Uie ground to rlrv, and 
afterwards used for fuel. Tbe expressed juice flows 
from the mill, in gutters, into copper receivers, or 
claririers. which are generally two in number, and 
are placed over the flues. The caldrons, or Mlm, 
are four in number, and are proportioned in size 
according to the power of the mill and the extent of 
tbe plantation. The lioiler into which the clarified 
juice is first conveyed from the receiver is usually 
equal in capacity to the receiver itself, and on this 
estate contains 720 gallons. The second boiler is of 
about two-thirds the magnitude of tbe first; the 
third, three-fifths of the second; ai.d the fourth or 
last boiler employed is of about one-half the capac- 
ity of the third. The boilers are set near to each 
other, in a direct line, the first two having separate 
flues, which are provided with dampers for regula- 
ting the draught and diminishing at pleasure the 
action of the fire. 

A trusty man is employed to watch over and di- 
rect the whole operation of the mill. A pari of his 
duty consists in aeeiug that all parts of the estab- 
lishment and every vessel or implement is kept clean 
and in order. Without this cleanliness an attempt 
to manufacture goodsu^ar would prove futile. The 
rollers, mill-beds, and gutters for conducting the 
juice must be well sprinkled with lime whenever 
the work stops; and every morning and evening all 
the utensils must be washed with hot ley or lime- 
water, and afterwards rinsed with clean cold water. 

As soon as the mill is put in motion, and a clari- 
fier is filled with expressed juice, the fire is lighted 
np. and the process of tempering commenced. This 
consists in adding an alkali to the juice in such 
quantities as the practical knowledge or discretion 
of tbe operator may dictate. In general, about one 
quart of clear lime-water is used in 000 or 700 gal- 
lons of juice from old cane, and about double that 
quantity to that of new cane. In some plantations, 
however, the natural properties of the cane are such 
that no tempering is necessary beyond that produ- 
ce! in cleansing the boilers and utensils with lime- 
water. 

As the juice in the (Wilier* becomes heated nearly 
to tM Lowing point, 'h° •ucuk»iit matter separates, 
and rises to the surface in the form of a scum. It 
is thee conducted into the largest caldron, where it 
is suffered to bail. The scum, as it rises, M careful- 
ly removed with a skimmer, and as soon as the 
juice in this boiler i» so reduced by skimming and 
boiling that it can be contained in the second boiler, 
it is ladled theiciu. The same process is then con- 
tinued in the second boiler as in the iirst; and if the 
color of the liquor does not then appear so clear as 
may be desired, more lime-water is added. If the 
froth raises in large bubbles, and the ifMT is clear, 
it is considered to lie in good condition. When the 
liquor is sufficiently reduced to be contained in the 
third boiler, it is transferred thereto, and so on to 
the fourth, where the fire is more intense. The last 
two lioilers are kept full by constantly ladling the 
syrup from one into the other, and a' the >anie time 
continuing the skimming. When the ebulitiou of 
the syrup becomes too violent, it is prevented from 
running over by lieating it and breaking the bubbles 
with a large skimnfer or wooden spatula. As toon 
as the ''proof point" arrives, the lire is abated, and 
the sirup as rapidly ladled into a cooler, and the 
boiler immediately refilled. This point is deter- 
mined by observing when grains of sugar begin to 
form on the back of the ladle when cooled, or when 
a thread of the -imp produced by tbe thumb and 
forefinger w ill break licfore it can be drawn beyond a 
length of half an inch. 

Contiguous to the boilers are placed the coolers, 
which generally consist of large log troughs, or ves- 
sels formed of planks aliout ten feet long, five feet 
wide, and one foot deep. Two successive charges 
of syrup are conveyed from the bat boiler into each 
cooler, and there left to remain until crystalization 
takes place, which usually requires but a few- 
hours. The syrup or sugar is then transferred into 
the ormas, or conical earthen moulds, or more re- 
cently, into liarrels or hogsheads, which are placed 
over the molasses cistern and left to drip. In the 
course of twenty -four or thirty-six hours the plugs 
are withdrawn" from the ormas cr hogshead, and 
they are allowed to remain undisturbed for twenty 
or thirty da% s. The sugar is then removed from 
tbe moulds, and emptied on wooden platforms, and 
exposed to the rays of the sua until its color and 
texture please the operator. It is then assorted and 
packed up in casks for shipment. 

The article manufactuied by the foregoing pro- 
cess i s known in Europe and tbe United States as 
"'Muscovado," or brown sugar, and is the material 
from which white or loaf suirar is often made. 

The True Vaixk m Chkmical ANAi.vsts ok 
Soils — by Dr. JJm D. Easier. — It is not long since 
the practical farmer sneeringly derided the value of 
book-learuing and stubbornly "resisted the interfer- 
ence of scientific men, in whit he considered a pure- 
ly practical business. But that feeling ftenis to 
have passed away, and even those who still refuse 
to acknowledge the value of scientific researches 
npon tbe composition of the soil, and its relations to 
the functions of vegetation, are not slow to avail 
themselves of the benefits which others derive from 
them. Indeed, we have reason to fear that scientific 
superstition has taken the place of scientific incred- 
uility. and the fanner now expects as much too much 
from chemistry as be formerly expected too little. 
The result of these overwrought expectations is, 
naturally, disappointment, and the deluded farmer 
throws the blame of his failure on science, and is 
more than ever determined to adhere to his old 
ways. 

1 propose, in this paper, to consider the true use of 
chemical analysis of soils, and some of the requisites 
of a valuable'analysis. 

As it is from the soil that plants derive the prin- 
cipal part of their constituent elements, the pres- 
ence in tbe soil of these elements, in forui3 in which 
they may be absorbed by the rootlets of the 
plants and assimilated in their cells, is indispensa- 
ble to their perfect growth. Where the want of 
fertility arises from the absence of one or more of 
these constituents, or to their being locked up in 
combinations in which plants cannot use them, 
chemical analysis is |>erfectly competent to detect 
the cause of the evil and point out its remedy. 

But the growth of plants is influenced by a mul- 
titude of other circumstances to which chemical an- 
alysis can furnish no clue. A soil may al>ound in 
all the elements of a very fertile one, and yet be 
perfectly barren. Tbe soil of the great Colorado 
desert in California, which I have recently analyz- 
ed, furnishes a good example of this. It possesses 
in abundance even* element necessary to extreme 
fertility, buiis entirely barren from the want of wa- 
ter. 

The reverse of this also frequently occurs. The 
chemist receives a specimen of soil, in the chemical 
constitution of which he can detect no deficiency, 
and, in his laboratory, he can assign no cause for its 
alleged unproductiveness. An examination of the 
locality probably shows him that it is underlaid by 
a stiff tenacious subsoil, which retains an excess of 
water, and no provision has been made for drain- 



fhe difference in the mechanical texture of stiff 
and loose soils is familiar to every one. The fertili- 
ty of many stiff clays may be seriously impaired by 
ploughing" too wet, rendering them tough and im- 
penetrable to the tender tootlets of plants. In this

must therefore he preceded by a jndicious consider- 
ation of its mechauical texture, its power of absorb- 
ing and retaining water, aud its capacity for heat. 
Hence it is important that the agricultural chemist 
should, if po-taiM-*, himself examine the locality, in 
order to fully estimate the wants of the soil. Tbe 
employment by every state, of an agricultural 
chemist, who should "visit in person every part 
of the State, is therefore to be strongly recom- 
mended. 

In the next place it is requisite thit an analvsis 
of the soil, in order to lie of much value, should be 
thorough. It must include separate estimations of 
the pans soluble in water and in acids, aud the in- 
soluble portiou. For the portion soluble in water 
represents what is available for the wants of the 
i growing crop, while the portion soluble in dilute 
acids in the index of what may by decomposition 
I become the food of plants. This undecom posed por- 
' tion of the soil may often, by the application of 
I lime, ashes, and other caustic manures, lie more 
speedily decomposed and rendered available. 

The analysis should include also, if possible, the 
sub -oil as well as the surface soil, in order to guide 
[ the farmer in the process of deepening his soil. 
I There are of late many advocates of ^discriminate 
deep plowing. But a fertile soil mav be underlaid 
by a barren subsoil, by throwing up large quantities 
of w hich the fertility of a field may le destroyed for 
years. The su'jsoil not unfrequently contains large 
quantities, of protoxide of iron, and other substances 
which are injurious to vegetation, until they have 
been subjected to the action of the atmosphere. On 
the other hand, the su:>s«il often contains elements 
of fertility, which are not so abundant in the sur- 
face soil, in which MM deep plowing will improve 
both. It is important that the agriculturist should 
know these differences in order that he mav know 
where he should plow deep and where refrain. 

A still more important consideration is, that no 
analvsis can be of auv value to the farmer who U 
not himself a chemist," unless it be accompanied by 
a discussion of the indications it affords, and a re- 
commendation of suitable means of improvement. 
Our agricultural journals and reports abound in 
analyses which are about as intelligible to the un- 
scientific farmer as the inscriptions on the pyramids, 
or a chapter from La Place's Mechanique. Celeste. 
Most of our intelligent fanners know ihat lime, 
phosphoric acid, aud the alkalies play imi>ortant 
parts in tbe economy of vegetation, but few of them 
have any idea how many of each of these valuable 
ingredients is requisite to fertility, or what are the 
best means of supplying their "delicienr-y. Until 
every farmer is al-o a "chemist, an analysis of a soil 
or manure which is not followed by a commentary 
on its defects or virtues leaves him just where the 
diagnosis of a disea-e, without a prescription for its 
relief, leaves the patient. He is no wiser nor better 
oft" than before. It will not do to presume that, 
when the chemist pronounces what a soil contains, 
the agriculturist will know what it MJptt to con- 
tain, and how to supply its wants. Every fanner 
should insist upon an interpretation of the analysis 
furnished him by the chemist. 

In conclusion* I would call your attention to the 
duty of the intelligent agriculturist to acquire a the- 
oretical knowledge of so much clwitfiy M relates 
to his profession, that he may be enabled to judue 
for himself of the value of "a substance fr»m the 
chemical anal*, sis of it, and also of the pro'.ialde 
v ulue of the analvsis itself, for at least one half of 
j the i.'ialyses which f .inner-- daily pay for aw abso- 
: lutelv unreliable and worthless. The agriculturist 
should also lie able to judge for himself of the tex- 
| ture, moisture, and color of the soil, and the means 
within his peach of modifying them. At the same 
time, I would by no m»ans advise that he attempt 
to become a practical chemist ami do hi* own chem- 
ical analysis, m some persons of more zeal than 
judgment iiisi-t he may. I have ]*>inted out the 
necessity for thoroughness in chemical examinations 
of the soil, and every one who has had only a few 
months' experience in a laborftory knows that a 
thorougli analysis of a soil requires much time, 
great care and dexterity in manipulation, and a 
knowledge of all the disturbing iuthiences and 
sources of error. This, few farmers have the time 
or opportunity to acquire, and few would for the 
sake of making the few chemical examinations they 
might in their lifetime require, be w illing to devote 
to the study time which might be so much better 
spent in acquiring a practical knowledge of their 
own Mbit profession. Besides this, the expense of 
lining up a laboratory would more than pay for all 
the analysis any fanner is likely ever to need. The 
many formulas which have been proposed for the 
use of farmers are therefore of very uoutifTul utility. 
Let everv farmer make a laboratori of Ids barn- 
yard, an ! car fully collect aud emploV all tiie liquid 
as well as solid manures w ithin his reach, and if the 
chemist is not enriched thereby, bis fields will lie. 
Report nf the XiUtonal Agricultural Society. 

Uxri'.OFiTAr.i.K Fahmixi; . — I number myself with 
the readers of the Country Gentleman w ith pleas- 
ure, aud think it is making a favorable impressioa 
wherever its influence is felt. Deeply sensible that 
farmers cannot atiord to read anything not conducive 
to their interests, I hope I may be allowed briefly to 
intrude upon its space. Farmers arc by no means an 
exception to the rule that thinking makes the great 
man, and it is to be feared many are falling into the 
latal tendency that while they keep bright the plow, 
the mind, the God-given director of that instrument, 
without which it is useless, is left comparatively to 
rust in disuse. He is the successful farmer whose 
mi .id MCI twice to the plow's once. The light of 
t ie r .-a l»e thoughtles-ly followed, yet this is a 
dang'ivi..- | :ith so far as not fully established by- 
practice, the pr. cical tendency of your MMTM 
its attraction to me. The breezes it has raised iii re- 
gard to manvris. cattle, &c, have blown the dust 
from our eyes cu those questions. But if the experi- 
ence uud observation of a life spent in studied inti- 
macy with mother eartli teach me anything, they 
admonish uie that there is no one error in farming 
generally more productive of unprofitableness than 
that leading to ruinous extremes. The farm on which 
they arc practiced soon presents a sickly appearance. 
The picture, mora or less perfect, pains my eyes in 
almost anv direction I turn them, i will sketch it 
briefly. Whether the cause is traceable to uncon- 
scious error or shameful negligence, I knoiv not. 
The evil consequences in either case are the same, 
and equally deplorable. A field is plowed, and kept 
in cultivation until the lifegiving elements are almost 
exhausted. When it fails to produce almost any khid 
of a crop, a shrinking of grass is perhaps thrown on 
to wither and die, as it often does when the soil has 
been reduced to so feeble a state . On the other hand, 
when seeded with grass, after the grass is about all 
extinct, it is plowed again. Miserable crops of course 
for next two or three } cars. Although the primitive 
reason of this is ignorance, it may arise from the high 
price of clover seed, or the cultivation of too much 
soil. An excess of acres is apt to occasion neglect. 
Neglect is sure to incur disprofit — good farming ouly 
will pay in the end. 

It has always seemed strange to me that farmers 
buy clover seed so sparingly and grudgingly, when 
clover has so justly established its claims as a fertili- 
zer. Its reuovating properties are really astonish- 
ing. I am satisfied that a farm can be made topo- 
duce good crops w ith no other fertilizer. It is the 
surest and cheapest. Let me ask you, gentle farmer, 
whose sickly acres bespeak this disease, is it prudent 
to holdfast to a dollar, when its yearly return would 
be five? How absurd and yet how consistent with 
the practice of too many. The manure made in yards 
and stables seldom meets the demands of the farm. 
When the insufficiency is not supplied by clover the 
farm and fanner equally suffer. What is the effect of 
this necessity? Poor crops, necessarily consequent on 
poor soil, ft - principle is to take, but not to give. 
A deathly principle to tbe toil. 

Let me speak to that man who is turning his soil 
the fifth or sixth time in succession. Is your soil 
good, my friend? Naturally, sir. Do you expect to 
secure a good crop there? W ell, no, not very. Clover 
»ee 1 is .-o high I can't afford to buy it, and I have 
to do tbe beat I can. In consqeuence my meadows 
also are very poor, for 1 can't break them up as soon 
as they should be. Here is the point. Can't afford 
it! Indeed, sir, you cannot afford to dispense with it. 
Every thing is ruinously out of order and behind 
hand. Your once fertile soil presents a sickly aspect 
for want of it. Can't afford it! Miserable plea. 
The voice of experience silences it everywhere. It 
carries you into the extreme where vou cultivate, 
and also where you let rest the soil. Let me entreat 
you to forsake this prmctlee. Cultivate, nor let yonr 
land lie over three years in succession. It requires 
rest, and vice versa. Such a course will insure good 
returns. Thus by plowing before the grass becomes 
nearly extinguished, the renovating properties of 
the roots and fibres are secured, thereby enriching 



the soil. Three good crops of grain are now a cer- 
tainty, and the 6oil then will be left fertile so that the 
grass seed when sowed is sure to catch, and the pros- 
pects of a good meadow are not shadowed by an im- 
poverished soil. How often is clover seed thrown 
away In toto, by endeavoring to seed a field that has 
been impoverished by five or six successive unprofit- 
able crops- Profitable farming is within the reach 
of all. Success is possible. We ought to make 
it sure. If what I have said is in the least degree 
promotive of that end, my desire is accomplished.
